Corundum Lands of Ontario. 

Last Friday's Globe contained a 
lengthy article on the corundum 
lands of Ontario. These deposits 
have been found to be qnite extens- 
ive and no doubt in the near future 
will demand the attention of capi- 
talists. As the belt extends into 
our own country a short extract 
from the Globe's article will be in- 
teresting to our readers :— 

“Prof. Miller, of the Kingston 
Mining School, after making a care- 
ful examination of the known de- 
posits in the township of Carlow 
and associated rocks has located oc- 


curences throughout seven different | & 


townships and over an area of about 
100 square miles. These township 
are Carlow, Raglan, Bangor and 
Radcliffe, in Hastings, and Braden- 
ell, L och and Sebastopool, in 
Renfrew. 


The iength of the corundum 
belt from east to weat is about 30 
miles, and its average breadth is 
about three and a half miles. It 
embraces over over 60,000 acres, in 
all but a few thousand of which the 
mineral rights are held by the 
crown. Another area has been 
partially explored in the township 
of Methuen, in Peterboro county, 
where corundum of fine quality has 
been discovered, but the extent ot 
it has not yet been determined. 
There is also a probability of its 


rock formations are favorable.

MOHAMMED WAS THE FIRST COM- 
MANDER TO USE SIEGE GUNS. 


Siege operations are as olf aa the 
at least es the war- 
fare of the world. but bombardment 
regarded ac a distinctively modern 
method of war. However, bombard- 
ment is older then ise generally imagin- 
ed and was used as early as the four- 
teenth century. It waa Mohammed 
who firat used cannonading to secure 
the fall of « besieged city when in 
1453 be captured Constantinople. 

Mohammed II., had resolved apon the 
capture of the city. That had 
been the dream and ambition of* 
Turk, as it ls of the Russian 


than a hundred thousand. 

not the force within that Mehammed 
feared. He knew that it was little 
better than a demoralized mob, and he 
waa able to bring against it an army 
of fully 260,000, including some of the 
finest and flercest troops ever mus 
tered. To beat down those maasive 
walls was the real problem. 

With this in view, Mohammed bad 
given great attention to the new sci 
ence of artillery—then in its loud- 
mouthed infancy, far more blatant 
than effective. Bombarda, a sort of 
primitive mortar, were obiefly in 
vogue; short, thimble shaped affairs, 
having a wide, flaring bore like a 
blunderbuas, used for tossing big bould- 
éra at a high angle, with 

AWE-INSPIRING DETONATIONS, 
but emall damage—except to the gun- 
ners in the event of bursting. This 
latter was no infrequent calamity, e- 
pecially in the beginning, when beom- 
bards were made of iron rods lald to- 
gether like barrel staves and strongly 
hooped with rings of the same metal. 
But thie style had happily gone out of 
fashion, and genuine cannon weré now 
cast in bronze. With this improved 
artillery Mohammed waa already better 
supplied than any other war lord {to 
the world; but he was still restless 
and uneasy, fearful that the solidity 
of the city walla might balk even gun- 
powder.

'| firet of May. Tin cans or cigar boxes 
will do to start them in. Pans should 
not be deeper than. four inches, and 
the eoil should be rather light, a good 
mixture consisting of two parte or a 
little more, of eand, one part of leaf 
mold. and garden soil. In very 
warm weather a pan of clear sand is 
@dminsible, but if the sand is allowed 
to become alittle dry the cuttings will 
suffer more than if they were growing 
in a mixture of sand and earth. It 
is alwaye well to place'a small layer 
of broken pottery or charcoal on the 
bettom of the pans for drainage. A 
few holes should be made in the pans 
or boxes so that any surplus water may 
pess off. A 

The ends of thrifty growing shoots 
that are not very soft and green, but 
have just begun to ripen, make the 
beat outtings; they should be out with 
a aburp knife. not broken; three in- 
chea is the proper length. The earth 
whould be thoroughly saturated when 
the slips are first set and water should 
afterward be applied as needed; they 
require from a week to a month to be- 
come well rooted, depending upon the 
variety of plant, and the various con- 
ditions of light, heat, eto. Some plants 
root much more quickly than others.

MANITOBA’S WHEAT OUTPUT. 


Likely te be Somewhat Leas Than That o 
Laat Year. 

A despatch from Winnipeg, Man., 
aays:—There appears to be consider- 
able diversity of opinion as to the pro- 
bable output of the present wheat crop 
in south-western Manitoba, but from 
information gleaned from different 
sourtes it would appear that in many 
cases it will be equal to last year’s, 
running from 20 to 25 bushels per acre, 
while some few farms will not turn out 
more than 10 to 12 bushels per acre. 
The fore part of the season was some- 
what backward owing to lack of rain, 
which allowed the weeds to get a start, 
and when the rain did come, it seemed 
a atruggle for supremacy between the 
growing crops and the weeds which 
should predominate. In a few cases 
the latter came off victorious. Land 
that is clean will give a good average 
crop, but in cases of dirty land, the 
yield is exceedingly diffoult to asti- 
yield is exceedingly difficult to eati- 
mate. From what can he learned 
Manitoba's output of wheat for this 
year will be somewhat leas than the 
previous year. However, the bountiful 
supply of rain, although a little late, 
has made a wonderful change in the 
growing crops. 

AT PORTAGE LA PRATRIRE. 

From Portage la Prairie, an import- 
ant wheat-@rowing centre, it is learned 
that the weather of late has been fav- 
ourable ‘for grain and timely rains 
have improved conditions very con- 
siderably.

SPAIN SUES FOR PEACE, 


The French Ambassador, on Behalf of the 
Gevernment of Spain, Preacnis to Pre 
silent MecKinicy a Message Looking te 
the Termination of the War. 

A despatch from Washington. D. C., 
#ays:~pain has sued for peace form- 
ally and directly to President McKin- 
lye, through M. Cambon, the French 
Ambassador. 

The following official statement is 
made :-— 

“The French Ambassador, on behalf 

of the Government of Spain and by dir- 
ection of the Spanish Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, presented to the Presi- 
dent this afternoon at the White house 
® message from the Spanish Govern- 
ment, looking to the termination of 
the war and the settlement of terms of 
ace,” 
The proposition submitted by the 
Ambassador, acting for the Spanish 
was quite general in 
terms, and was confined to the one es- 
sential point of an earnest plea 
that negotiations be opened for 
the purpose of terminating the 
war and arriving at terms of peace. 
The communication of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment did not suggest any specific 
terms of peace, nor was there any re- 
ference made to Cuba, Porto Rico, the 
Philippines, or other Spanish -posses- 
sions. The evident purpose of the Mad- 
rid authorities was first to learn whe- 
ther the United States would treat on 
the subject of peace, and after that to 
take up sach terms as the two parties 
might suggest. Neither was there any 
suggestion from the Spanish Govern- 
ment that an armistice be established 
pending the peace negotiations, It 
seemed natural, however, from the pro- 
position that formal peace negotiations 
be entered upon, that pending their 
conclusion a cessation of hostilities 
would cocur. 


“All the north of Spain is eager and 
ready,” said he. “We lack neither 
mon nor arms. Don Carlos will be 
proclaimed in Catalonia and the Basque 
*rovinces without the necessity of: 
striking a blow. Then will come the 
time for war.

DEATH OF BISMARCK,

Germany's Greatest Statesman - Passes 


Away Quictly at Fledricheruhke Sar~ 

reunded by His Family. 

A despatch from Berlin says:—On 
Saturday night shortly before 11 o'clock 
Prince Bismarck died at his home at 


Friedrichsruhe. Surrounded by his 
family, he passed peacefully away. 

On Thursday evening an improve- 
ment set in in the Prince's condition, 
in which repeated changes for the 
worse had occurred since October last ; 
and he was able to appear at. the table 
and take part in the conversation, 
drinking champagne and afterwards 
smoking several pipes, which he had not 
done lately. His condition was so sat- 
isfactory that Dr.. Schweninger after 
the Prince had gone to bed left, with 
the intention of returning Saturday. 
His condition was comparatively satis 
factory throughout Friday and Satur- 
day morning. He read the papers and 
conversed on politics, particularly re- 
ferring to Russian affairs. In the fore 
noon he took luncheon, grumbling jo- 
eularly at the small proportion of 
spirits in his drinking water. Thena 
sudden change for the worse occurred 
in consequence of an acute attack of 
pulmonary oedema, and in the course 
of the afternoon’ he frequently became 
unconscious, 

Recently, besides periods of unusual 
mental clearness, the Prince hat had 
intervals of. drowsiness, falling 
long, sound and beneficial sleep, on 
awakening from which he would be 
completely refreshed. 

On Saturday evening grave symp- 
toms appeared.

OUR NEW GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 


Lerd Mints Appelnted te farreed the Berl 
of Aberdeen ae Viewrey of Canada. 

A despatch from London saya:~The 
Earl of Minto bas been appointed Gor- 
ernorGeneral of Canada, in succession 
to the Earl of Aberdeen. 

Gilbert John Elliot, fourth Earl of 
Minto was born July Sth, 1645, and suo. 
ceeded to the title in 1801. He waa eda- 
cated at Eton and at Trinity College, 
Cambridgé, receiving the degree of 
B.A. from the university in 1808 In 
1867 he entered the Boots Guarda aa en- 
sign. being shortly afterwards promot. 
ed to the rank of lieutenant. 

He. served in the Kurram valley Af- 
ghan campaign of 1870, and received « 
medal for his services. In 1881 he. ac- 
companied Sir Frederick, now Lord, 
Roberts to South Africa as private 
secretary. The Karl of Minto served in 
the Mounted Infantry during the Egyp- 
tian campaign of 142, and was wound- 
od in amengagement on Mth August, 
Afterwards commanded the Mount~- 
od Infantry in Cairo, The Barl was 
mentioned in despatches, and received a 
medal and the fourth-clasa Med jidie. 

From 1883 to 1886 the Earl of Minto 
Was secretary and military secretray to 
Lord Lansdowne. then Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada. He acted as chief of 
staff in the North-West rebellion of 
1885, and waa mentioned in despatches 
and received a medal. : 

In 18#8 the Earl of Minto was appojat- 
ed to the command of the South of 
Seotland brigade of Rifle Voluntgora. 
He is deputy lieutenant for the J: 
ties of Roxburghand Selkirk. 
he contested the Hexham di 
Northumberland as « Liberal against 
Mr. Miles Macinnes, Gladstonian Lib- 
eral, but waa defeated by 950 votes. 

In 1883 the Earl of Mihto married 
Mary Caroline, daughter of the late 
General, the Hom. Charles Grey. The 
Earl and Countess have one son and 
three daughtera living. The eon, Vic- 
tor Gilbert Lariston Garney, Viscount 
Melgund, was born on February 12th, 
1891. The daughters are :~Lady Eileen 
Nina Evelyn Sibell, borm 1884; Lady 
Ruby Florence Mary. born 1886; and 
Lady Violet Mary, born 1889. 

The Earl of Minto’s seats are Minto 
house, Howick, Roxburghshire; and 
Lochgelly, Fifeshire.

When Mr. Hooley was questioned 
about $50,000, paid to Harry Marks, 
editor of the Financial News, Mr. 
Hooley denied that it was connected 
with the insertion of “puffs” in that 
paper, 

As a matter of fact, the i a

And, whereas the amount. of the 
whole rateable proeey of the munici- 
pality of the Village of Madoc, accord- 
ing to the last revised assessment roll, 
is three hundred and nine thousand 
seven hundred and forty-seyen dollars. 

And, whereas the existing debt of the 
municipality amounts to sixteen thou- 
sand five hundred and eighty-five dol- 
lars and fifty-five cents on account of 
principal and interest, and no portion 
of principal or interest is in arrears. 

And, whereas an annual special rate 
of seven-tenths of one mill on the dollar 
is required to be levied for paying the 
instalments of principal and interest as 
they reapectively become payable.

MEN FOR GARRISON DUTY. 


The Feree In Cuba WHll be Partially Made 
Up of Volunteers, According to Wash- 
ington Advices. 


A despatch from Washington, aye 
In the event\.of peace not less than 
3,10) troops will be stationed in Cuba 
for girricon duty. 

This is the minimum given to me by 
an officer of the Government high in 
authority, This official thinksit quite 
probable that as many as 50,000 troops 
will be needed to garrison the main 
feaports of Cuba, They will, he thinks, 
not be needed in large numbers at 
other points, The plan, moreover, 
that all Spanish troops,now in Cuba 
Shall be sent back to Spain. When I 
spoke to Adjutant-General Corbin to- 
day on this subject he intimated 
strongly that the United States would 
probably have to shareinthe expense 
of transporting these troops back to 
the mother country. 

The situation in Cuba is being 
studied now somewhat from the 
stan ipoint of pea e. Offi ial figures to 
which | have had access, show that 
there are 180,000 effective troops in 
Cuba, There will be nothing left for 
themtodo but to lay down their arms 
and become pensioners upon the Unit- 
ed States Government, or be sent back 
to their country, partially at least, 
aAttheexpense of the United States. 
The latter, it is believed, will be the 
wiser course, : 

With these probabilities in| mind 
there is no serious intent on the part 
of the Administration that the voiun- 
teer army shall be dispersed. This army 
will be kept intact for at least one 
year, Iwas told to-day by an official 
who more than any other person had 
to do with the drafting of the Act 
to provide for temporarily increa-ing 
the military establishment in time of 
war. Some erroneous condlusions have 
been reached from the reading of this 
Act. For example, the opening sen- 
tence of section four of the Act pro- 
vides that “the volunteer army shall 
be maintained only during the exist~- 
ence of the war.’ But the closing sen- 
tence says that the “.en composing 
said army shall be discharged from 
the services of the United States when 
the purposes for which they were call- 
ed into service shall have been accom- 
plished, or on the conclusion of hostil- 
ities,” Thus, it is insisted by this high 
authority, the President may at any 
time during the two. years for which 
the volunieers are enlisted call them 
into service for garrison duty or other- 
wise. Congress will not be called upon 
or authorised to disband the volunteer 
army, as efficient work is expected to 
be found for it pending the ad just- 
ments following peace. It is safe to 
say that not less than 75,000 men will 
be left in Manila, Cuba, and Porto 
Rico to uphold American Interests in 
those islanda.

- MORE TROOPS FOR MERRITT. 

The Meettle Atiiteds ef the Philippine 

insurgenta Necesaitates  Btreng Amert- 
tan Force, 


A despatch from Washington, D. C., 


says:—Although the War Department 
officials will not admit that they have 


any intention of reinforcing further ( 


General Merritt’s forces at Cavite, 
there le reason to believe that some of 
the troops now in Eastern camps, who 
desire to see active service, will soon 
find the opportunity unless the Gov- 
ernment shall change its present plans 
with reapect to the Philippines, It is 
believed to be necessary even if Amer- 
ica’s claim is limited to the claima stat- 
#1 in the conditions submitted to 
Spain, namely, to the military ocoupa- 
tion and government of the territory 
om the shores of the bay of Manila, to 
furnish to General Merritt a larger 
force than he has now at his command. 
It is realized that 20,000 soldiers can 


scarcely be expected to maintain Unit- 
ed States possession and protect the in- 
habitants over a territory of this ex- 


‘tent, for it must be remembered that 


the bay of Manila is 25 miles from 
the entrance at Corregidor island to 
the city of Manila at its head. It will 
also be necessary to possess and pro- 
tect a zone extending some distance 
back of the city, in order to make sure 
of the preservation of the water works. 
FEAR AN OUTBREAK, 

The officials here make no conceal- 
ment of their apprehension of serious 
trouble to follow the execution of the 
war programme in regard to the Phil- 
ippines. The reports of the military 
and naval commanders have contained 
warnings of expected conflicts with the 
insurgents, and no surprise will be felt 
at the receipt of news of an outbreak 
at almost any moment. The United 
States Government feels that it has as- 
sumed a moral obligation towards not 
only the foreign residents at Manila, 
but toward the unprotected classes of 
the Spanish community, women, chil- 
dren, nuns, and priests. Therefore, 
when intimation came that the insur- 
gente were threatening the lives of 
some helpless monks, orders were sent 
to the American military commander 
to look into the matter, and to act in 
the interest of civilization and human- 
ity. As, according to report, the in- 
surgents have shown particular hos 
tility toward the monks, it is a reason- 
able expectation that a collision will 
have occurred between themselves and 
the American troops if the latter uan- 
dertake to interfere in the execution of 
the vengeance of the insurgents. 


THE CAMERON MEN. 


Origin of the Famous Regiment, and Their 
ravery in Battic. 

The Cameron men, the praises of 
whose action at the battle of Atbara 
are still ringing in the public ear can 
lay claim to a heroic ancestry. The 
Camerons had their origin from a 
tribe of Caledonians, inhabiting the 
district of Lochaber, and anciently 
known as the MacOchtrey. Their chief, 
John MacOchtrey, was afriend of The 
Bruce, and, joining the Scottish chiefs, 
led the clan in the Highland Division 
of the patriotic army at the battle of 
Bannockburn. In that division, led by 
the Lord of the Isles, the gallantry of 
the Camerons was conspicuous, and 
materially contributed to win the vic- 
tory which secured the national lib- 
erty. The Cameron regiment was 
raised in 1689, amongst the Cameroni- 
ans in the West of Scotland to support 
William IIL; while the regiment of 
the Cameron Highlanders was formed 
in 1793 by Allan Cameron, of Erroch. 


When the latter regiment was at Gib- 
raltar in 1882, it was ordered to join 
the British army in Egypt, and there, 
with the 42nd and 7ith Campbell High- 
landers, constituted the Highland Bri- 
gade. In the night attack upon the 
Egyptian rebels at. Tel-el-Kebir, Pri- 
vate Donald Cameron, who was the 
first to scale toe ramparts, was shot 
dead, but his fall was avenged by his 
comrades, in a battle, the issue 
which Sir Archiba'd Allisan character- 
ixed as the “greatest of modern vic- 
tories.” In the subsequent defence of 
Koosheh and the battle of Giniss, the 
gallant conduct of the regiment, and 
the conspicuous ability of Col. Everett 
who directed it, were of public notor- 
iety, deserving the highest compli- 
ment. The Cameron High'anders: were 
once described by a Lord Provost, of 
Ediniurgh. as “lone in the field and 
‘amabs at home.”

‘HOW LONG DO THEY LIVE. 


What Statistics Bhow About the Average 
Life of « Ralireadman. 


ff there is one subject that inter: 
esate a railroad man more than anoth- 
er it is how long he will live, When- 
ever you meet a railroad man or a 
group of them, the subject you will 
find them discussing, or the firet ques 
tion they will put to you in conversa- 
} tion is: “What is the average life of 
& trainmanf”’ Railway records dispel 
ithe popular idea that the average life 
|of a trainman actively engaged in thes 
railway service is about seven years. 


One of the principal roads, entering 
| Louisville has compiled statistios on 


the subject only recently. On that 


road during the last three years there 
were only two men killed and 158 in- 
jured, Of these men all but two were 
brakemen, and thease two, who were 
freight conductors, were at the time 
of the accidents acting as brakemen. 

It might be supposed that inexperi- 
enced men would be most apt to get 
injured, but the records show differ- 
ently. A correspondent of the Rail- 
road Gazette contributes the follow- 
ing table of percentages of injured 
men according to their term of ser- 
vice: Number of trainmen injured dur- 
ing their first year of service, 12.16, 
per cent; in service two years, 11.11 
per cent.; in service three years, 16.35 
per cent; in servioe four yeara,’20 per 
cent.; in service five years, 21.77 per 
cent.; in service six yprara, 9.63 per 
cent.;; in service seven years, 8.90 per 
cent.; in service eight years, 2.47 per 
cent.; in service nine years, 4.16 per 
cent.; in service ten years, 4.16 per 
cent, The remaining 8.89 per cent. eal 
been in the service over ten years, 
and in some instances, 15, 18 and 22 
years, 

AFTER SIX YEARS’ SERVICE. 


Tt will be seen that the largest aver- 
age of injuries occurred after the em- 
ployea had been in service six years, 
and the figures given would indicate 
that the employes as a general rule 
are careful up to the time when they 
have been in the service three or four 
years, and then become more careless 
until about their eighth year of ser- 
vice, when the figures show that they 
again become more careful, as those 
who had worked over ten years have a 
smaller comparative percentage of in- 
juries than those who worked six 
years. 

With the completion of the equip- 
ment of box cars with automatic coup- 
lers and air brakes the liability of 
trainmen being injured will be reduced 
to a minimum, the records. showing 
that at least two-thirds of the acci- 
dents were caused by men attempting 
¢éo couple automatic drawbacks with a 
fink and pin to the old-fashioned solid 
or skeleton drawbar. Other accidents 
were caused by uneven drawbars, some 
of which vary as much as three inches 
im height. Many men were injured by 
stepping on stones or alitk in jump- 
ing off to throw awitches, and severa! 
were jerked off the ice-covered topa of 
cars, A few men were injured while 
engaged in coupling cara loaded with 
long lumber or bridge iron extending 
over the ends of the oars. This dan- 
ger witl soon be athing of the past, 
since most of the companies require 
two cars to be used whenever there is 
long timber to be loaded,

Annual Report of the Regtatrar-General of 
Ragland. 


The effects of commercial flactua- 
tions of matrimony is noticeable, as 
usual, in the rew annual report of the 
Registrar General of births, deaths and 
marriages in England, The marriage 
rate rose markedly in 1896, and as com- 
pared with that of the immediately 
preceding year waa, it is shown, “‘ac- 
companied by a rise of 5 per cent. in 
the value of British exporta, a rise 
of 5 per cent in the value of importa, 
and a rise of 13 per cent. in the av- 
erage price of wheat per quarter,” 
Further, the amount of money per 
head of the population which was clear- 
ed at the bankers’ clearing house was 
higher than that of any of the pre- 
ceding five years save 1896, which fur- 


nished aslightly better figure. The 
report sete forth that the proportions 
both of widowa and widowers who re- 
married in 1896 were the lowest on re- 
cord, from which it would appear that 
the generally accepted remarriageabil- 
ity of the widow is somewhat oh the 
wane. Young marriages are alee on 
the decline; and in this respect recent 
returns show aconfirmation of those 
of several years past,in which the pro- 
portion of marriages under age is 
steadily on the decrease. This tendency 
to marry later in life’ is seen in hoth 
sexes, and the chances of the anmar- 
ried women over 25 are distinctly bet- 
ter than they used to be. One of the 
curious features of the report is the 
fact that there is a greater tendency 
to non-statement of age in marriages 
between widowers and spinsters than 
between bachelors -and widows, In 
the figures relating to deaths it is 
noted that the measles death rate waa, 
with the single exception of LAST; the 
highest on record, and the figures for 
the current year are not expected to 
be much more favorable, 
noteworthy that cancer is rapidly in- 
creasing, particularly among males 
Last year supplied the highest death 
rate from this cause on record,

DECLINE OF THE DUSTER. 


The Practical Disappearance of a Garment 
That Was Once Familiar. 

A traveller by rail cannot fail to 
notice the decline of the duster. And

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SOMETHING ABOUT ASPHALT. 


| Amd the Bemarhable Lake te Trinidad 
j From Whence 1 Comes. 
} Peru, Turkey, Venezuela, Argen- 
tina, Syria, Mexico and California all 
| combelin deposits of asphalt, but the 
|Jargest and most interesting of the 
| supply fields is to be found in the Is- 
‘jand of Trinidad. 

If you were to leave New York  to- 
morrow morning, on one of the great 
ocean steamers, and sail in a course 
| east of south, after 16 days you would 
|reach the Island of Trinidad, the 
| most southerly of that group of the 

Weast Indies which we call the Wind- 

ward Islands. 
' your map of South America, just north- 
i east of Venezuela. 
|} The one natural curiosity on this is- 
liand is the plain known as “Pitch 
| Lake,” which is just a mile inland. An 
| asphalt road leads from the steamer 

docks to the lake, which is a great 

| het, containing 109 acres of a brown- 
| ish black substance, hard and brittle, 
| except at the center. One atrike of 
| the pick will break off a large piece, 
' which appears to be heavy, but is eas 
ily lifted by one man. 

The material of the lake is solid to 
| a depth of several feet, except ina few 
lspots near the center, where it  re- 
i mains in a soft condition. The sur- 
| face of the lake is far from smooth. In 

walking over it one has to jump not 
only the soft spots, but the large pud- 
| dies and small streams of water that 


are everywhere. Scattered over its 
surface are about 30 amall, shal-bushes 
} and amall trees. This strange, brown 
| substance, which is formed the same as 
coal, from decayed vegetable matter, is 
| dug out in large pieces, lifted into carts 
‘and sent off to the coast, where it is 
| shipped to all parts of the world. 
| After digging down three or four 
feet the workmen find the pitch softer, 
and elastic, rather than brittle. The 
strange part of it that as fast ap the 
dig it out the holes are filled up wit 
;more. Two days after a great pit has 
been dug some strange force from be- 

low raises a new supply to the surface, 
| thus keeping the lake level. Over 500,- 
| 000 tons have been taken within a small 
| 


space near the lake's edge, and yet 
from all appearances there is as much 
| there as the day the workmen began 
| digging out the great brown chunks. 
, It is impossible to tell anything about 
| the extent of the supply. 
| Pitch Lake is the property of the 
Government of Trinidad... The asphalt 
lcompanies pay the Government 4 
cents a ton for the pitch, and $1.20 a 
ton export duty. The cost of digging, 
| carting, and loading on the steamer is 
| about $1.50 a ton, making the whole 
| cost $8.10 a ton on board. 
The pitch shipped to the United 
| States is shipped in bulk as it is dug 


from the lake, while that sent to Eur-- 


ope is first refined. Most of the Trin- 
idad asphalt used in this country is 
refined in New York, and then sold to 
the different paving companies. | 

The Trinidad lake asphalt in its na- 
tural condition is too brittle for our 
Northern climate. It is toughened by 
; mixture with another bitumen. This 
| combination is so hard that it does 
| not becotne soft in the heat of summer, 
| and so tough that it does not crack in

That the use of modern rifler and 
machine guns in the ware of the future 
will give rise toa great increase im the 
number of casualties in battle is hard- 
ly open to doubt. On thie subject « 
great surgeon, Billroth, writes: “I am 
convinced that in every form of fight- 
ing the increased penstrative power and 
greater range of modern projectiles 
|will, in the future, cause not only an 
jimprease in the numbers wounded 
ibat also in the numbers of severely 
wounded men.”

CARRYING THE WOUNDED. 


it is almost certain that in future 
wars among civilized countries, where 
_ both sides are armed with modern wea- 
pons, it will, for the reason. just given, 
be impossible to allow the bearer com- 
panies to attempt to treat and carry 
the wounded aa they fall and during 
the continuance of the fight, except on 
some exceptional occasions. The great 
war correspondent, Mr. Archibald 
Forbes, who has —, geen more 
battles than any man now living, judg- 
ing from his experience in the Russo- 
Turkish and FrancoGerman wara, re- 
cognized this fact and published it in 
his writings. 

When armies are small the chances 
are that all become engaged and under 
fire; the simple method of calculating 
casualties on the total strength present 
is then correct, and the ratio is high; 
when, on the other hand, they are large, 
the probability is that not all, nor near- 
ly all, come under fire, and then the 
proportion of killed is low if the statis 
tics are based on the total strength. At 
the Alma two divisions of the English 
army were not engaged at all, and Von 
Moltke states that 92.000 of the Prus- 
sian army present at —— 
never fired a ah These considera- 
tions afford an explanation of the re- 
latively small pe tage of casualties 
in modern battlea,\and it is one which 
appeals more directly to common sense 
than to attribute them toa superiority 


of ‘Brown Bess” over the modern small 


bore. 

The proportion of killed to wounded 
in battle has varied greatly in different 
ca j . (Where the nature of the 
ground affords good cover to the 
combatants, although ‘the total casual- 
ties may be fewer, the proportion — of 
killed to wounded is high, because the 
hits which do ocour affect such vital 
parts as the head, neck and chest. 
attacking intrenched ‘positions also, 
where one side is exposed and at short 
range, a high ratio is probable. During 
the Russo Tarkish war of 1:77-78, where 
the latter condition obtained toa large 
extent, the killed to wounded were as 
1 to 2, At Blenheim in [704, it wast 
to 1.8, nearly as many killed aa wound- 
ed, while at Borny and Vionville, in 
1870, it was 1 to 7 among the French. 
In the battles of the last 100 yeara the 
average has been about 1 to 4, 
All these figures apply only to those 
found dead on the field, but 
these large numbers are admitted to 
,the field hospitals hopelessly injored 
‘from the first, and die within the first 
two or three days.

The 
walls of the chest will fail to arrest its 
passage at still longer distances, Hem- 
orrhage has alwdéys been the cause of 
the vast majority of the deaths on the 
field. The use of the small-bore bul- 
let will increase the fatalities from this 
cause, for we know that the sections it 
makes of blood yessela, large and small, 
are precisely those kinds which the 
processes of nature can do the least to 
close, even temporarily. For these 
reasons we are justified in expecting 
a larger propértion of killed to wound- 
ed in future wars. At short ranges the 
gumber of the killed may ‘be nearly 
equal to that of the wounded, while 
at long ranges there will be many 
more of the latter, in consequence of

Persons who sell or agree to sell mer- 
chandise at any exchange or board of 
trade, whether for immediate or future 
delivery. must pay one cent for each 
hundred dollars of’ value of the goods 
sold or agreed to be sold. Every deed 
or lease of real estate, every pet 
every promissory note and every in- 
surance policy is taxed at a specified 
rate, according to the amount involved.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 


A thrilling spectacle was witnessed 
by the crowd just as the flames broke 
out -in the Methodist church.

A Conservative Calculation Places

year between fifty and sixty million 
bushels of grain. Others place the 
figures at forty-five millions. The 
yield of wheat is placed at twenty- 
five million bushels, but this is said 
to be a conservative calculation. 
All grain men seem to agree that 
the wheat will average 18 to 20 
bushels an acre all round.

COLORS BEST SUITED FOR WARFARE 


Recent Experiments. shew That Scarte 
Gives the Werst Mark fer the Bite, 


Scarlet, it has always been supposed, 
was the worst color powible for th» pur- 
poses of the battlefield, It has been 
sald so with such frequency,. indeed, 
that nobody of late years has cared to 
dispute the fact. We owe it to some 
very practical experiments carried out 
in Germany that the question has now 
been put on a more satinfactory basis, 
A squad of ten men, two dreased in 
light gray, two im dark gray, two dn 
searlet, two in blue and two in green 
were lately ordered to march across an 
open country. Their movements were 
closely watohed. The first men to 
disappear from sight were those in 
Might gray, immediately afterward the 
soariet, and the green. Here we have 
all well-worn theories upset: Experi. 
ments carried out on the rifle range 
showed that our national color pos- 
sesses even distinct merits. 

The idea was this time to ascertain 
which color gave the worst mark for 
the rifle,. Twenty men, all good shots, 
were used for the purposes of the ex- 
periment. After they had fired & given 
number of rounds it was discovered 
that scarlet was far the most. difficult 
color to hit. For every miss at the 
other colors there were three in fa- 
vor of scarlet. We will not assert 
that these experiments were conclusive 
evidence in favor of our national, bat 
they certainly go a long way to justify 
its retention. There much to be 
gaid in these days of quick-firing guns 
in favor of a uniform which is Hiffi- 
eult to hit, and in this partionlar sear- 
let undoubtedly will hold ite own 
against all other colors, 


PANBESA’S LETTER. 


An Account of an Egyptian City Thirty 
Cemturtes Age. 

Probably the oldest letter in © the 
world is the letter of Panbesa, writ. 
ten tifteen centuries before Christ, to 
his friend Amenemapt, a scribe. 

The manuscript is 
papyrus, and it is amazing that it 
should have survived for more than 
thirty centuries and still be legible. 

It is preserved in the collection of the 
British Museum. It has been several 
times translated during the present 
century. It presents an interest 
picture of life in Egypt in the time 
Reameses IT, It is more in the nature of 
aliterary production, a poem composed 
in celebration of the visit of Pharaoh 
té the city of Pa-Rameses, than an 
ordinary letter of to-day, 

Panbesa “greets hie lord, the scribe 
Amenemapt,to whom be life, health 
and atrength,” and then goes on ta de 
scribe the verdant: fields, the thrashing 
floors, the vineyards, the groves of 
olives, the orchards of figs; the great 
daily markets, with their fish and 
water fowl! and swarms of purchasers, 

The citizens had their “sweet wine 
of Khemi, pomegranate wine and wine 
from the vineyards,” and to these they 
added “beer of Kati.” 

There was music in plenty furnished 
<i the singers of the school of Memp- 
his. 


On the whole Pa-Rameses seems to 
have been a pleasant place to’ live in, 
“The lesser folk are there equal with 
the folk.” and Panbesa writes 
that ite maidens were “in holiday attire 
every day" with locks “redolent of per- 
fumed oil.”

The following is from the August 
crop bulletin just issued by the On- 
tario Department of Agriculture. The 
figures of acreage and yield will be 
published in a few days:~— 

Fall Wheat. 

The crop of fall wheat is one of the 
best ever harvested in the Province. 
Both east and weat the yields have 
been large, an occasional smaller yield 
being more than balanced by a heavy 
return close by. The crop waa cut ear- 
ly. and was harvested in a good con- 
dition generally, although a few cor- 
respondents complain of “ lodging.” 
owing to the heavy straw, and of “shell- 
ing.” The grain is described as being 
plump, and in many cases goes consid- 
erably over standard weight. Occa- 
sional reports of ruet were received, but 
little complaint was received regarding 
ingecta, except fh the case of the midge, 
which was injuriéus in Welland, Hal- 
dimand and Lincoln. particularly im 
the last-named county. 

Spring Wheat. 

Many correspondents in the eastern 
portion of the Province report a consid- 
erable increase in the acreage devot- 
ed to spring wheat. This crop, like otb- 
er cereals, ripened early, owing to the 
hot weather, which in some neighbor- 
hoods prevented the heads from filling 
well. The yield, as a whole, however, 
will be considerably above the aver- 
age, especially in eastern Ontario. 
where a number of correspondents 
speak of the crop as the best for many 
years. The main drawbacks experi- 
enced have been frost and drouth, and 
some slight injury from rust and midge 
is also reported. 

: Barley. 

The crop is generally good, and, with 
a few exceptions, the grain is bright 
and in fine comdition, though in some 
places light in weight, owing to the 
heat and lack of moisture. The frost in 
July also inflicted some damage on the 
crop. Slight losses from asamut and 
ruat have been observed, but there ap- 
pears to have been a marked exemption 
from the ravages of destructive in- 
secta. 


Hlopa. 

This crop is confined to a few sections 
and, while having suffered from, the 
drouth, appears to be freer than usual 
from the attacks of the apbis. 


Tobacco. 


The Counties of Easex and Kent have 
been experiencing a boom this year in 
the growing of tobaceo. A largé area 
has been given to the crop, and al- 
though the early part of the season 
was too dry for best resulta the 
plants in many cases are quite prom- 
ising. While mfany of the growers are 
practically without experience, the gen- 


crop will be a fairly successful one in 
that particular section. Grasshoppers 
and the “ worms.” of the sphinx moth 
are reported to have done injury to 
the plants. Correspondents also report 
tobacco as being grown in the County 
of Prescott and on 8t. Joseph's Island, 
Algoma, and other sections are becom- 
ing interested in the crop. 
Fruit. 

The apple harvest will be a light one 
this season, the yield in most localities 
being considerably below the average. 
This is attribytable, among other causes 
to heavy rain storms occurring while 
the trees were. in blossom, which in- 
terfered with fertilization, and to the 
prevalence in many neighborhoods of 
the tent caterpillar and other destruc- 
tive insects, which have wrought much 
damage where spraying has been ne- 
glected. Much of the fruit is small and 
hard. owing to the drouth. Winter ap- 
ples will be particularly scarce. Plums, 
while yielding fairly in some parts, 
have sustained a good deal of injury 
in many places from the attacks of the 
curculio, and the yield as a whole will 
ba below the average. Peaches asa rule 
have done but poorly, and the crop 
will be small. Peara have been the most 
successful of the larger fruits, and are 
likely to be abundant. There was a 
good yield of cherries, though some loss- 
es from black-knotare noted. Grapes 
will also be plentiful. The drouth prov- 
ed injurious to small fruits, which pro- 
mai an immense yield. Strawberries 
but raspberries were 


é' Oats. 

There will be about an average yield 
of oate as regards quantity, the crop, 
which promised splendidly during the 
earlier part of the season, having sulf- 
fered considerably from the late frosts, 
‘and to a still greater degree from the 
hot, dry weather, which caused prema- 
ture ripening. The straw is consequent- 
ly short, and the grain apt tobe light. 
The yield is better in the extreme 
eastern counties, both in quantity and 
quality, than elsewhere. In a number 
of localities injuries from rust and the 
attacks of grasshoppers are mentioned, 
but smut seems to have entirely dis- 
appeared, being mentioned by only one 
correspondent. 

Rye: 


The greater part of this crop is fed 
green, to supplement pasture, and the 
results this. season have been sat- 
isfactory. Where grown for the grain} 
the yield per acre will be slightly above | 
the average, except in the Lake Qn-/ 
tario counties, in some of which there 
was a amall yield.

From the head 
of Lake Tagish the route to the finds 
ia via Tagu arm to the mouth of tha 
Atline river 65 milea, seven miles ap 
the river to Atlin lake, and about 
twelve across the lake to Pike creek. 
It is about @ miles from the Stickeen- 
Teslin lake, where it crosses the Na- 
poleon river. A Skagway letter- from 
& correspondent saya:—“The news of 
the strike reached here Friday from 
the Tagish lake, but most people took 
it for a fake of some steamboat com- 
pany. until. ogee when some men 
came in from the diggings with « lit- 
tle sack of nuggets to show for their 
work, which has been for only a week. 
They went in with amall outfita, not 
enough to see them through. and are 
back for more provisions. Some of 
them have as high as $1,500. It ia re- 
ported to be a second Eldorado, from 
one dollar to six dollars « pan bei 
the average, and some aS high 
as fifty dollars to te pan.

The announcement last week of the 
death of Mr. 8S. C. Ranson at Winui- 
, of appendicitis, was a surprise to 
nnedosans as he was not known to 
be seriously ill. The remains were 
brought to town on the M, & N. W. Se 
on Saturday, and were interred in t 
cemetery hera on Sunday. The large 


attendace at the funeral, it being one of | the 


largest eyer seen in Minnedosa. was 
proof of the esteem in which the de- 
ceased was held by his fellow citizens 
and all those who came in contact with 
him. He leaves a wife, three sons and 
one daughter, who live in this district, 
and one son and one daughter in 
Madoc, Ont.. to mourn his loss, and 


they have the sympathy of all who| M 


know them. 

The funeral services were conducted 
by his brethern of the Orange Order 
according to their ritual, representa- 
tives from Franklin, Glenburnie, and 
Neepawa, being present to assist those 
of Minnedosa, 

The late Mr. Ranson was born in 
Belfast, County Down, Ireland, in 1644, 
and became a memBer of the Clangher 
Hill Loyal Orange on the 12th 
of July, 1861. In 1862 he married one 
Jane Reid of the same place and lived 
in the north of Ireland for the next 
three years. In 1865 he came to Can- 
ada and settled in North Py 
here he joined the Huntingdon L. O. L.

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HOUSEKEEPER HELPS. 


Those who have large houses to 
keep clean, and a family to care for, 
should learn the best and easiest ways 
of performing these duties, From cel- 
lar to attic they must go in one un- 
ending round, and they must put a 
great deal of contentment and will 
into it if the spirit is not chafed by 
it, 

Fruit stains and other discolora- 
tions may be removed from dishes by 
rubbing them with common baking 
soda moistened with water. An old 
tooth brush will be found useful in 
cleaning the crevices of cut glass. 

If you have a dash churn, you have 
doubtiess been troubled with cream 
Sspattering over the top. Melt the 
top and bottom off a tomato can—or 
any other can of that size. This will 
leave atin cylinder, which may be 
slipped over the dasher handle to the 
lid, and prevent any further splasb- 
ing 


If you use flour starch for the col- 
ored clothes, wet the flour with cold 
water and stir or beat it until not 
& lump remains, then pour boiling 
water on it. When it is ready to take 
from the stove, stir into it a little 
borax that has been dissolved in wat- 
er. A teaspoonful of borax to a gallon 
of boiled starch is about the right 
proportion. This prevents the starch 
from sticking when the clothes are 
ironed. x 

Many housekeepers have been annoy- 
ed by having the colors of their beau- 
tifal embroidered centerpiece and doil- 
es grow faded and dingy after being 
laundered a few times.

ESTIMATES OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE.

The following are the crop estimates 
of the present year, as compiled by the 
Ontario Department of Agriculture 
The acreage is final, but the yields of 
#rain will be revieed in November from 
actual threaning resulta. 

Fall wheat--1,018,182 acres, yield 25,- 
305,890 bushels, an average of 24.1 bu- 
shells per acre. In 1807 950.222 acres 
wave 23,088,061 bushels, an average of 
25.2 bushela per acre. The average for 
the sixteen years, IM82-407, was O1,144 
acres, giving 18,022,748 bushels, be- 
ing an average of 20.2 bushels per 
acre. The acreage this year ia the 
largest since 1883, when 1,007,210 acres 
yielded only 10.6 bushels per acre. The 
largeat crops of the past sixteen 
years were in 1884, 20,717,031 bushels, 
im 1801, 21,872,488; in 1892, 20,492,497 ba- 
shela, and in 1807, 23,088,052 bush- 
ela. The yield of 1898, therefore, 
promises to be the largest recorded by 
the depariment since 1883. The big in- 
‘orease this year is partly due to the 
fact that only 25,150 acres were plow- 
ed up this spring, aw against 55,477 in 
1807. On the basis of acreage, yield 
and quality, the Ontario fall wheat 
crop of 1898 may be set down as the 
best since 1883, at least. 

Spring wheat—Spring wheat has an 
area of 380,205. acres, yielding 6,714,- 
516 bushels, an average of 17.3 bush- 
ela per acre. In 1897 323,805 acres 
gave, 4,868,101 bushels, or 15.1 bush- 
ela per acre. The crop this year ia the 
largest since 1891, ia which year 510,~ 
634 acres gave 10,711,538 bushels, or 
21 bushels per acre. 

Barley-—438,731 acres give 12,048,245 
bushels, or 27.5 bushels per acre. In 
1897 451,515 acres gave 12,021,779 busb- 
ela, or 26.6 bushels per acre. The acre- 
age haafalien steadily since 1890, when 
701,326 acres were sown, but the yield 
of the past four years hasbeen about 
stationary.

The largest 
yield was in 1895, when 72,747 acres 
gave 1,414,988 bushels, being 20.5 bush- 
ela. per acre. 

Hay and clover —2,453,503 acres yield 
4,399,063 tons, being 1.79 tons per acre. 
This is an increase over 1897 of 587,- 
545 tons, and over 1,000,000 tons above 
the average of 1882-97. The largest 
previous yields were as follows; 4,305,- 
915 tans in 1890, 4,384,83e in lsy2, 4,968,- 
557 in 1893. The yield per aore has been 
equalled only once in the past ten years 
in 1893.

Other crops—In regard to other crops 
acreage alone can be given at present, 
Corn for husking haa fallen from 3%5,- 
030 acres in 1897 to 330,748 in 1898; silo

$26 in 1897, and 2,181,958 in 1896. Milch 
cows show an inorease of 26,000 in the 
past year, and store cattle a decrease 
of 20,000. Oxen have dropped from 3. 
411 in 1896 to 1,780 in 1898. Sheep 
were 1,677,014 in 1898, 1,690,350 in 1897; 
and 1,849,.3'8 in 1896. Swine made a 
remarkable increase from 1,269,631. in 
1896, and 1,284,063 in 1897 to 1.642,787 in 
1898. There is an increase of no less 
than $25,000 in young swine over last 
year. Poultry are 9,084,473 in 1898, &,- 
{35,341 in 1897, and 7,734.16 in 1806. 
Every class shows an increase. 

Live stock sold—The figures are for 
the twelvé months preceding July Lin 
each year, Horses.are about the same 
as in the previous two years—44,404. 
Cattle are 552.485 in 1898, 503,007 in 
1897, and 433,451 in 1896.

CHINESE GAMBLERS’ PLOT. 


Narrow Excape of a Court Fall of People at 


Stevenson, B.C, 

A despatch from Vancouver, B. C., 
saye:—Details have just reached here 
of an attempt to blow up the court 
house at Stevenson on Wednesday. A 
can containing twenty-five pounds of 
gunpowder was found underneath the 
Police Court room, directly under Ma- 
gistrate Pierson's chair. The fuse had 
been lighted, and had burned to with- 
in six inches of the powder, then, for- 
tunately for the people who may have 
been in the room, the fuse went ont. 

Belief is that the outrage was aim- 
ed at Magistrate Pierson, who has late 
ly been very severe with Chinese gam- 
blers. Suspicion points very strongly 
to these people, and it is generally 
thought the attempt was the fiendish 
act of some Chinamen who wanted to 
blow up the building, and kill as many 
of the officials as they could. 

The police here are now investigating 
the case, and hick to make a number 
of arresta at any hour. The Chinese 
population at Stevenson has been sub- 
ject te the censure of the law on sev- 
eral occasions lately, and frequent 
threats have been made by the leaders 
of some of the Chinese secret agcieties 
againat the police officials. 

On Wednesday, when the explosion 
was timed to take place, the court-room 
was crowded with people, and the re- 


sult would have been appalling had the 
infernal plot been successful, 


BURNING OF THE DEAD. 


Task an Awful Onc and lmpesstbic to Get 
Men to Undertake i. 


A despatch from Santiago says:—The 
boilies of the dead Spaniards continue 
to be cremated. Over 700 have been 
burned so far. Tuesday afternoon 70 
were to have been burned, Over two 
rails «dozen bodies were stretched, 


acrosa them another dozen, and then 
about thirty corpses are stacked in an 
immense funeral pile, ten feet high. 
The pile is then saturated with kero- 
gene, and the torch applied. A fall of 
rain put out the fire, causing the 
bodies to be only half burned. Around 
the pile lay 22 coffins, containing corps- 
es in a atate of decomposition. Several 
naked bodies were strewn upon the 
ground in a state of putrefication. Al, 
together about venty unburied and 
unconsumed bodies lay around. The 
stench was terrible. This happened at 
a cemetery within the city limits. The 
authorities and the cemetery officials 
say it is impossible to get men to work 
at the cremation. These 70 corpses 
represent two days’ dead from the 
Spanish camp,

Creameries & Cheese Factories. 


Returns com piled by Mr. George 
Johnson, Dominion Goyernment 
Statician, shdw that there are in 
Canada 559 creameries, 2,556 cheese 
tactoriés and 203 facturies produc- 
ing both butter and cheese. The 
census of 1871 showed that there 
were in the Dominion then 353 
cheese factories. The census of 


1881 gave 709 cheese factories, that} 8. A. 


of 1891 gave 1,565, and the returns 
of 1897-98 show that, including the 
203, there are 2,759 factories pro- 
ducing cheese. Comparing 1887 
with 1871 the return of the number 
of factories does not show all the 
development there has been. The 
average output of 1891 was valued 
at $6,250 per factory, and in 1871 
it was $4,570. The average value 
per factory for 1897-98 Mr. Johnson 
estimates at $5,570, or about $1000 
more than in 1871, but $680 less 
than in 1861, giving an output in 
1897 of about $15,800,000, against 
an ‘output in 1891 of $9,780,000, ; 
in 1881, of $5,460,000, and in 
1871, of 1,602,000. In 1871 the 
Dominion had no creameries for the 
manufacture of butter. It was all 
home-made. By 1881 there were 
46 creameries in the Dominion, all * 
but one in Ontario and Quebec. By 
1891 these had increased to 170, and 
by 1898 there were 559 creameries. 
In 1891 the output per factory was 
$5,400. At the same rate the out- 
put in 1897- 98 would be about §3,- 
018,600, an ifcrease of over $2,000,- 
000. Since 1991 Nova Scotia has 
increased the number of its cream- 
eries and cheese factories from 10 
to 56; Ontario, from 638 to 1,317; 
Prince Edward Island, from 4 to 35 ; 
Manitoba, from 31 to 66 ; The North 
West Territories, from 7 to 32, and 
British Columbia, from 1 to 4.

This furnishes no 
less than 60 per cent. of the food for his 
hogs, of which he sells 75 a year. 
Among his breeders is one Sow which 
gave 57 pigs in three litters. Her ave- 
rage outputs’ amounts to $200 a year.

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NARROW ESCAPE OF COLONEL MAN 
"AND HIS SOLDIERS.’ 


Told by a British Officer, whe was Afioat on 
an ice Plee-Awfal Expertence of a 
Party Who Were Canghi om the River 
Wher the ice Broke. 

Of the many stories of the perils of 
the frozen North and the perils of that 
region at the time of year when the 
ice in the rivers begins to bréak, Col- 
onel Alexander Man, of the British 
army, relates one of the most thrill- 
ing. It is best told in the language 
of the Colonel: 

It was back inthe Seventies that I 
found myself in Yingtze, the port of 
Manchuria. On passing the bar of the 
Sira Muren, on the way to Yingtze, one 
is impressed by the solitude that reigns 
on every hand. It is not until the 
steamer has steered morth for about 
an hour to a point where the stream, 
after making quite a sharp bend west~ 
ward, returns on an eastern course, 
and then starts almost due south 
again; it is not, I say, until one reach- 
es this spot that one sees anything de- 
noting the presence of human life— 
save, perhaps, a stretch of nets, or the 
tent of « fisher family standing on the 
beach, or perched on some knoll over- 
looking the river. But the scene 
changes suddenly. Across the horse- 
shoe marked out by the course of the 
river there looms a forest of maste— 
scores of junks and lorchas ranged four 
and five deep off the rough wharves.

Yingtze, referred to contemptuous- 
ly by the Shanghai people as a ‘“bean- 
cake paradise,” is certainly not’ impom 
ing. It is a kind of soratch collec. 
tion of flat-roofed, somber-colored, sin- 
gle-storied buildings; and yet it con- 
tains banks, shops, and warehouses of 
far more aggregate value than many 
tore pretentious settlements seen on 
the way out. 

The mile-wide river surges pasta 
turbid stream, hemmed in by high 
brown banks of bare alluvial soil, re- 
lieved by straggling trees and tiny vil- 
lages surrounded by walls of earth. 
The strange stillness of the air sug- 
gests the Egyptian desert, or the 
wilds of Saskatchewan. Such is the 
summer aspect. In winter, however, 
Yingtze is entirely changed, and the 
almost Arctic situation of the place 
makes itself known. The mighty river 
ceases to flow, and becomes transaform- 
ed into stupendous masses of ice 40 
feet thick. These great masses, piled 
up in ridges at the bend of the river, 
stretch right out to the ocean, and are 
only arrested there by the serried 
ranks of foam-topped breakers. In 
these terrible winter days the erst- 
while dusty plain receives a vast sil- 
very pall, and the low-pitched ecot- 
tages, with their gloomy walls, look 
mere patches in the gleaming land-| 
scape. Of course, river traffic disap- 
pears altogether; even the light ves- 
sel outside the bar sends her spars 
aloft, casts off from her moorings, and 
speeds away. All influx of water- 
borne merchandise, whether foreign or 
Chinese, ceases entirely; and yet the 
activity of Yingtze is in no way abat~
